1. The amendments made in the specification and in claims 1, 

2, and 11 given in the Paper filed March 1, 2004 have not been 
entered due to the fact that they raise new issues that would 
require further consideration and/or search. The limitation 
added to claims 1 and 11, that the core layer must be a 
copolymer of propylene with an alpha olefin containing from 4 to 
12 carbon atoms, raises new issues because further consideration 
and search is required to determine if the prior art teaches 
these limitations. Note, the amendment is non-compliant per the 
July 30, 2003 required format, specifically the claim identifier 
for claim 6 is incorrect and must be changed to "previously 
presented" .
